Alberta Environment has 
laid charges on Mountain 
View Regional Water Serv¬ 
ices (MWRWS) and their 
employee Joe 

Vandenakerboom, operator, 
following an incident on 
April 6. 2002. 

Allegedly, 
Vandenakerboom made an il¬ 
legal disposal by dumping a 
corrosion inhibitor into a 
drain connected to the wa¬ 
ter works system. This in¬ 
hibitor made the drinking 
water that supplies 
Didsbury, Olds, Bowden, 
Carstairs and Innisfail, un¬ 
fit . 

“The contaminant was di¬ 
luted by the water in the sys¬ 
tem,” said Kim Hunt, 
spokes person for Alberta 
Environment. “We take 
these matters very seriously 
even though it was diluted, 
this doesn't meet our stand¬ 
ards.” 

The charges come follow¬ 
ing an outside complaint, 
and an investigation into 
the matter. 

Both MVRWS and 
Vandenakerboom are sched¬ 
uled to appear in Red Deer 
court on May 4. 

“It will be up to the courts 
what happens to them,” 
said Hunt. 

No one was effected by 
the contamination, and the 
drinking water today is not 
effected. 


Alberta Environment investigation shows no 

evidence of waste

Mountain View County 
(MVC) and Alberta Environ¬ 
ment have not found evidence 
of any buried waste on the land 
where they have proposed a 


new administration building. 

Eight, six-feet-deep, test 
holes have been dug down to 
the bed rock and nothing was 
found, said Tony Martens, 
MVC assistant commissioner. 

He said areas where the 


holes were dug were identified by 
Alberta Environment, as a result 
of a preliminary investigation 
which included interviews with 
the people who were concerned po¬ 
tentially toxic waste was dumped 
in that area. 


Alberta Environment has 
given MVC the go-ahead to 
build at the site indicated, on 
county owned land near the 
Olds/Didsbury Airport.

Failure to pay

A Bowden area man who 
didn’t pay $500 was slapped 
with an additional $344 in fines 
after pleading guilty to two 
counts of breaching his proba¬ 
tion. 

Kenneth Leigh Sinclair was 
to pay $500 to AADAC and keep 
in touch with his probation of¬ 
ficer as part of a probation agree¬ 
ment. 

The estranged father of three 
neglected to do either and as 
such was slapped with $172 for 
each charge. 

Jail time for repeat of¬ 
fender 

A 42-year-old Yellowknife 
man was sentenced to four 
months in prison for pawning 
stolen property. 

Donald James Reimer 
pleaded guilty to possession of 
stolen property, dismissed was 
a charge of break and enter. 

The incident in question oc¬ 
curred August 22, 2002 in 
Sundre. A house was broken 
into and a camera and $1650 
worth of jewellery was stolen. 

Reimer claimed he assumed 
possession of the property as 
repayment of a debt. 

"I knew it was wrong, I want 
to apologise to anyone affected,” 
Reimer said in court. 

The camera was recovered 
from a Calgary pawnshop but 
the jewellery four ladies gold 
rings and a bracelet were never 
recovered. 

Reimer had an extensive rap 
sheet regarding property of¬ 
fences and though he pleaded for 
a hefty fine the judge said he 
doubted it would do any good. 

He took Reimer’s guilty plea 
into affect and sentenced him to 
four months, less eight days pre¬ 
trial custody served.

The project is on hold 
until a decision is ren¬ 
dered on an appeal 
against the MVC devel¬ 
opment permit applica¬ 
tion. 

Alberta Environment 
has told MVC they do 
not have to do any more 
investigative digging 
right now. If the appeal 
board decision allows 
MVC to go ahead with 
the building and some¬ 
thing is exposed they are 
to report it to Alberta 
Environment. 

“Right now we are 
not going to go out and 
specifically dig again. It 
is only if we come across 
something do we need to 
call them,” said Mar¬ 
tens. 

Martens believes a 
homestead could have 
been buried out there, 
but that there is noth¬ 
ing toxic to cause any 
harm to the environ¬ 
ment or people in the 
potential building. 

“I don’t think there is 
anything in there that is 
toxic. That is alleged. I 
think we (MVC in the 
early 1970s) burned an 


old building down and 
dumped it into a hole. 
I’m sure we did,” said 
Martens. “But I think 
most farm sites in the 
county and province 
have also done that.” 

Martens said soil 
conditions on that land 
have been tested and are 
excellent. 

“They (the people 
who were initially con¬ 
cerned about the waste 
being buried) will have 
to trust us as Alberta 
Environment does,” said 
Martens. “I know that 
may mean nothing to 
some people, I realize 
that, but if we find 
something, absolutely 
we will call Alberta En¬ 
vironment.” 

Although the MVC 
hasn’t investigated a 
grave site, they do be¬ 
lieve it is a possibility 
and are aware of its ap¬ 
proximate location. 

“That is nowhere near the 
building site. We don’t expect 
to disturb it,” said Martens. 
“If, bv chance, a grave is 
found we would deal with it 
according to the provincial 
legislation.”

Noreen Olson recently 
published her seventh book, 
her first one to a major pub¬ 
lisher. 

The book, “The School 
Bus Doesn’t Stop Here Any 
More” is Olson’s biggest one 
yet. It was published by 
Douglas and McIntyre, the 
same publisher Olson’s 
friend Will Ferguson used 
for his book “Happiness”. 

Ferguson and Olson have 
been friends for many years, 
and Ferguson suggested 
that Olson submit her work 
to the publisher, and they 
bought it. 

“Ferguson wrote the For¬ 
ward in my book,” said 
Olson. “And it is just won¬ 
derful.” 

Olson now has an Editor, 
Agent, and Publicist. She is 
scheduled to do a one hour 
open line show in Brandon, 


and on May 7 she will attend 
a Publicity Day in Calgary. 

Contemporary Graphics 
printed Olson’s first six 
books. All seven books are a 
collection of columns that 
appeared in the Didsbury 
Review over the past 24 
years. Her first Column ap¬ 
peared in the Review in 1981 

“I have only missed one 
week with my column,” said 
Olson. “That was when my 
mother died.” 

Approximately 40<% of the 
new book is new material, 
and the rest is the best col¬ 
umns from the first six 
books. The book is broken 
down into four sections, one 
section for each season. 

“I have always written 
things for family occasions,” 
said Olson. “I really started 
though at Toastmasters, I 
would write something for 
each meeting.”

“People would always ask 
me for copies of columns,” 
said Olson.

Her first six books 
are available at Contempo¬ 
rary Graphics, and her lat¬ 
est book can be bought at 
any book store. 

“I always take them with 
me when I speak,” said 
Olson. “That is when I sell 
the most. I once sold 113 at 
the Women’s Institute Con¬ 
vention.” 

Olson speaks for the 
Speakers Bureau of Alberta, 
among many other things. 
She will be speaking next at 
the Calgary Stampede in the 
Arts and Crafts Pavilion on 
July 12th. 

“The School Bus...” is 
178 pages and features 


about 80 of Olson’s columns. 
It was officially released on 
April 1. 

“If this one goes well I 
will do another one,” said 
Olson. “I sure have lots of 
material to use.” 

Olson recently finished 
her 602 column. 

Olson works as a Mar¬ 
riage Commissioner on the 
side. She does all her writ¬ 
ing in her home located out¬ 
side Cremona. 

“This book is dedicated to 
my husband,” said Olson. 
“He is very supportive and 
my biggest fan.

da’s social and economic policies 
must work in tandem to provide 
all Canadians with the best pos¬ 
sible opportunities to succeed in 
a highly competitive global 
economy. 

At the same time, these poli¬ 
cies must be grounded in a 
strong sense of fiscal prudence 
to make sure that we keep bal¬ 
ancing the books, while provid¬ 
ing Canadians with effective and 
cost-efficient programs and serv¬ 
ices. 

The Government’s new 
budget brings together all of 
these elements with a compre¬ 
hensive series of initiatives 
aimed at meeting key priorities 
of Canadians in health care, 
learning, communities and fiscal 
responsibility. These measures 
include: 

Giving municipalities 
quicker access to the Municipal 
Rural Infrastructure Fund by 
spending the $1 billion allocated 
to the Fund over 5 years, rather 
than the previously announced 
10-year period.

Confirming the payment of 
an additional $2 billion in 
health care funding for the prov¬ 
inces and territories for the 
2003-2004 fiscal year and estab- 
lishing the Canada Public 
Health Agency to ensure that 
our health care system is better 
able to deal with major public 
health problems. 

Providing a new Canada 
Learning Bond of up to $2,000 
for every child, born after 2003, 
in a family that is entitled to the 
National Child Benefit (NCB) 
supplement. An initial $500 
bond will be provided with sub¬ 
sequent $100 annual instal¬ 
ments for children, until age 15, 
in each year that the family is 
entitled to the NCB supplement. 

Implementing the Govern¬ 
ment’s commitment to fully re¬ 
bate the goods and services tax 
(GST) paid by municipalities, 
effective February 1, 2004. This 
will provide municipality with 
$7 billion in GST relief over the 
next 10 years, including close to 
$1.3 billion by 2005-06. 

Eliminating tax on income 
earned by Canadian Forces per¬ 
sonnel and police serving in des¬ 
ignated high-risk overseas ar¬ 
eas. 

It is important to note that all 
of these initiatives are being 
implemented within a prudent 
framework. This is our seventh 
consecutive balanced budget, 
and economic forecasters pre-

Local chapter's 
banquet raises in 
excess of 
$30,000

Last weekend’s Carstairs/ 
Didsbury Ducks Unlimited fund¬ 
raiser brought in net proceeds of 
$30,000, with nearly $18,000 go¬ 
ing directly to Ducks Unlimited 
Canada. All of these funds will 
stay within the Province, with 
some funds even being directed 
towards some of the many local 
projects which are presently on the 
go. 

Ducks Unlimited Canada, 
which is nearly seven decades old, 
has grown from being primarily 
supported by sportsmen - like 
hunters and fishers - to being sup¬ 
ported by all walks of life. 

Canada is home to a quarter of 
the world’s wetlands, yet over time 
almost 70 per cent of our nation’s 
wetlands have disappeared for a 
number of reasons, such as the 
wetlands being drained or con¬ 
verted into agricultural and urban 
expansion. 

“(Ducks Unlimited) is respon¬ 
sible for the maintaining of 
wetlands... in our country,” said 
Bill Windsor, chairman for the 


Carstairs/Didsbury chapter of 
Ducks Unlimited. 

When the figures of how many 
wetlands have been taken over by 
development, local residents - like 
Windsor - decided it was time that 
the two towns combine their de¬ 
sire to save the wetlands and cre¬ 
ate a local chapter, which they did. 

Prior to the local chapter be¬ 
ing created three years ago many 
of the residents would support ei¬ 
ther the Airdrie or Olds chapters, 
which are much larger, but Wind¬ 
sor says that there was a local need 
for a local Ducks Unlimited fund¬ 
raising body. 

“We felt we needed a chapter 
somewhere between the Airdrie 
and Olds chapters,” he said. 


“There are also certain people that 
we think we may accommodate 
because they feel more comfort¬ 
able coming to the smaller gath¬ 
erings, like ours.” 

Despite the Carstairs/ 
Didsbury chapter being a smaller 
chapter, their numbers keep 
growing each and every year, 
which is impressive to Windsor. 

This year’s banquet was nearly 
a sold out show, with 214 people 
in attendance for this year’s event 
to raise the $30,000, which was 
held at the Carstairs Community 
Centre. 

“This was our biggest event 
yet,” Windsor said. “We changed 
a few things this year, we did a 
better marketing and advertising

plan... but we aren’t sure exactly 
what it was that attracted more 
people, but it was nice to see.” 

The Carstairs/Didsbury chap¬

The sun is out, the birds are singing 
and the snow is over for another 
season, we hope. It is that time of 
year that people start looking out 
into their yards, see what plants are 
coming up and will take a good 
look at their trees and shrubs. 2003 
was definitely the year for wet snow 
and a lot of snow, which caused 
trees to break, lean and to loose 
many dead or weak branches. This 
is also the time of year our phone is 
ringing and some of the calls so far 
are "How much to take the top off 
my tree"? This is the question that 
will send chills up and down the 
Certified Arborist's back. 

Why Topping Hurts Trees 
Topping or what is known now as 
Culturally Modifying Trees causes 
a great amount of stress to a live 
tree. Removing 50-100% of the 
crown can "starve" a tree. When a 
tree is topped it will activate latent 
buds, forcing rapid growth of 
multiple shoots below each cut. It 
does this because when the top is

cut off, the branches that would 
normally produce leaves (the "food 
factory" of the tree) are no longer 
there. Rapidly growing shoots are 
produced because new leaves need 
to form. If the tree does not have 
the stored energy reserves to do this, 
it will weaken and could kill the 
tree. When a tree is stressed it is 
more vulnerable to insect and 
diseases. Very similar to a person 
who is sick and their immune 
system is low. There are some 
insects that are actually attracted to 
stressed trees by chemical signals. 
Topping a tree can also cause 
decay. When a pruning cut is made 
correctly the tree is biologically able 


to close that wound. If the 
wound is too large or not made 
properly it exposes an opening 
for decay, which will move 
down through the branches and 
the rest of the tree. 

Did you know topping could 
lead to sunburn? The tree's 
leaves are produced to absorb 
sunlight. When a tree is topped 
and branches and leaves have 
been removed the remaining 
branches and trunk are exposed 
to high levels of light and heat. 
The result may be sunburn of 
the tissues beneath the bark. 

This may lead to cankers; bark 
splitting, and death of some 
branches. 

Topping is Expensive. Topping 
is high maintenance. When a 
tree is topped it will need to be 
reduced again, or storm damage 


will need to be cleaned up and 
sooner or later it will eventually 
have to be removed. Another 
cost is potential liability. 

Topped trees are prone to 
breaking and can be hazardous. 
Topping is considered to be 
unacceptable practice and any 
damage caused by branch 
failure of a topped tree may lead 
to negligence in a court of law. 
Alternatives. A tree's height or 
spread may need to be reduced 
for clearances if utility lines are 
above. It is important when 
planting a tree that the correct 
space is given for it. 

Ask a Certified Arborist if your 
tree can be saved if it has been 
topped in the past, talk to a 
Certified Arborist before 
someone else tbps your tree.

Dear Family and 
Friends, 

The Lord is risen!! 
What a wonderful truth, 
and because He lives, we 
can also really live. 

Recently I’ve become 
more aware of what His 
presence with me each 
moment means in keep¬ 
ing me from sin and giv¬ 
ing me joy. Today is 
Easter and we celebrated 
Christ’s resurrection, in 
the service and then in 
fellowship with the Bap¬ 
tist missionaries. I am 
not really a special- 
events person, but re¬ 
membering Christ’s res¬ 
urrection is very spe¬ 
cial—the crux of my 
faith. 

This last week before 
Janet comes back (Tues¬ 
day morning) I wrote 
her several e-mails, 
partly to keep a record 
of what happened this 
week. I’m sure when she 
comes back, she’ll have 
much to write about 
from her trip.

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QUESTION: Earlier this year, my husband of 11 
years announced that he didn't love me anymore.

There is no greater heartache in life than to 
be rejected by the one you love. But by courage and 
determination, you will survive the crisis that has beset 
your home. With that, let me say that the compulsion 
that is driving you to plead for Joe’s attention and love 
is systematically destroying your last glimmer of hope 
for reconciliation. By grovelling before him, you are 
stripping yourself of all dignity and respect. Those two 
attitudes are critical ingredients in any stable and 
fulfilling relationship. This is the message you are 
inadvertently conveying: “Oh, Joe, I need you so badly. 
I can’t make it without you. I spend my days waiting 
for you to call and I’m crushed when the phone doesn’t 
ring. Won’t you please, please let me talk to you 
occasionally? I’ll take you any way I can have you — 
even if you want to walk all over me. I am desperate 
here without you.” 

This is a classic panic reaction, and it is leading you 
to appease your husband. Appeasement is virtually 
never successful in human relationships. In fact, it of¬ 
ten leads directly to war, whether between husbands 
and wives or between antagonistic nations. Attempts 
by one side to “buy off” an aggressor or offender may 
seem like proposals of peace, but in most cases they 
merely precipitate further insult and conflict. Noth¬ 
ing destroys a romantic relationship more quickly than 
for a person to throw himself or herself, weeping and 
clinging, on the back of the cool partner to beg for 
mercy. That makes the wayward spouse even more 
anxious to escape from the leech that threatens to suck 
his life’s blood. He may pity the wounded partner and 
wish that things were different, but he can rarely bring 
himself to love again under those circumstances. You 
need to understand that Joe’s withdrawal from the 
relationship is directly linked to his quest for freedom. 
He is feeling suffocated and wants to escape from the 
marriage. 

By humiliating yourself and clinging to his ankles 
each time you meet, you increase his desire to get away. 
The more he struggles to gain his freedom, the more 
he feels your clutches tighten around him. It becomes 
a vicious cycle. 

QUESTION: Are all forms of child abuse illegal? 

DR. DOBSON: Not in any practical sense. Within 
certain limits it is not illegal to ignore a child or raise 
him or her without love. Nor is it against the law to 
ridicule and humiliate a boy or girl. Those forms of 
rejection may be more harmful even than some forms 
of physical abuse, but they are tougher to prove and 
are usually not prosecutable.

At Wednesday’s 

Chinook’s Edge (CESD) 
School Board meeting, the 
Board awarded the roofing 
tender for the Ross Ford 
School roof to Skyline. 

The Board accepted bids 
from five tenders and Sky¬ 
line’s was the lowest. 

“We have a roofing 
program,” said Terresa 
Dersch, CESD corporate 
secretary. “Every so many 
years we replace the roofs in 
our schools, and it is time 
to do Ross Ford.” 

Ross Ford Elementary 
School, located in Didsbury, 
has been undergoing 
renovations since last July. 

The school is receiving 
lighting upgrades, heating 
ventilation upgrades, a por¬ 
tion of the school was 
changed from open 
classroom to closed 
classroom, a gathering 
center is being added along 
with a conference room, a 
new administrative area, 
and a new staff room. The 
parking lot was also 
relocated. 

“The budget for this 
project is $3 million,” said 
Dersch. “This funding 
comes as a result of an audit 
done by the government in 
1999. They audited all 
schools in the province. 
Engineers checked them 
out, and the schools with 
the highest audit scores 
(needing the most work), 
where given this money.” 

Ross Ford was given a 
high score so Shunda 
(construction company), has 


been modernizing the school, 
which is expected to be fin¬ 
ished towards the end of 
June. 

“This is a great 
educational opportunity to 


meet the needs of students,” 
said Dersch. “We are 
working with the 
administration to accommo¬ 
date the instructional and 
programming needs.”
